YOUR HEALTH 
What "Enteritis" Is 


and Ways to Remedy It

By ROYAL S. COPELAND, M. D., 


United States Senator from New York, - 


Former Commissioner of Health, Xew York City, 


HERE are certain diseases to which everyone Is 


liable at some time or other. Persons living 
a sedentary life are more often victims of in- 


testinal disturbances than are those who are active. 


Sometimes we 
find 
constipation, sometimes 


diarrhea, sometimes an alternation of these two ex- 
treme conditions. No matter what form the trouble 
takes it is very distressing. 


Inflammation of the lining of the small intes- 


tines or of the large intestines, is commonly called 
"enteritis." This may tie acute, chronic, catarrhal 
DB. COPELAKD 


or a combination of these, such as acute catarrhal enteritis. 


In all cases of enteritis the mucus lining of the intestines becomes 


inflamed. 
Immediately there is an-f-- 


increase in the mucous secretion 
which is discharged. Sometimes the 
inflammation is so great that the 
stools are practically all mucous, 
usually in long shreds. 


The- majority of the cases of en- 


teritis are caused by either im- 
proper diet or too hearty a diet or 
even too much food of the same 
kind. 


Of course there are other causes 


of enteritis besides the wrong sort 
of food. There are forms due to 
poisons such as arsenic, corrosive 
sublimate, antimony and the very 
caustic alkaline substances. 


Such foods as lobster, tainted 


meats, ice cream made from milk 
not quite up to standard, ice cold 
drinks taken on an upset stomach, 
are some of the contributing causes 
of enteritis. 


In enteritis of children and babies, 


milk formulae improperly prepared 
are among the immediate causes. 


At the first sign of intestinal 


disturbance, especially where mu- 
cus is found in the stools, it is 
absolutely essential to have medical 
attention. 


Until the doctor assumes charge 


of the case, great care must be ex- 
ercised in handling the patient. Do 
not permit liirn. to become upset or 
disturbed in any way. 
Nervous ir- 


ritability does much to aggravate the 
trouble. 


All food should be withheld dur- 
ing the acute period. 
Then only 


soft foods should be allowed. 


Coarse vegetables, rough cereals, 


bran and other breads containing 
roughage must all be avoided. 


Cream soups, vegetables that have 


been strained to remove the husks, 
dry bread or zwieback, soft cus- 
tards, 
blanc mange—these 
foods 


may be taken. 


Guard against exposure to heat 
or cold. Your doctor will direct the 
treatment.
